BDNSTEll'S AMENDMENTS I 

Ottawa, May 20. 

Mr. Mackenzie, -without comment, 
moved the second reading of tho Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Bill. 
Dr. Tapper regretted tho delay in bring- 
ing down so important a measure. He 
assumed there was no difference of opin- 
ion in tbo Hon-^e or country as to tho im- 
portance of a I'noiflo Railway. He re- 
capitulated the circumstances attending 
the original Canadian Pucittc scheme, and 
tho causes which, from his point of view, 
led to its failure. He dwelt long upon 
tho fact that the Premier and his friends, 
when in Opposition, had insisted on the 
construction of tho read being by private 
enterprise and not otherwise, and endea- 
vored to fit upon Mr. Mackenzie the 
charge of inconsistency for departing 
rrom that policy. He argued in favor of 
the scheme for constructing the road by 
means of a groat public Company, declar- 
ing the road might have been completed, 
and that, too, without increasing the rate 
of taxation, if left in the hands of private 
enterprise supported by amplo capital, 
He asserted thai the Bill permitted the 
Government to carry out the scheme 
without ouoe referring to the House for 
powers, adding, however, the saving 
clause, that is to say, if they could get 
the money. He declared the proposals 
of the Government to be extravagant, anil 
went into an elaborate calculation to 
prove that in addition to tho land grant, 
the country would have to provide not 
lens than eighty-four millions of money, 
his whole argument being founded ou the 
issuniption that the road would be built I 
by the Government and worked at tho ex- I 
pense of tho country. He read from Mr. ; 
Uartwright's speech to show that the lat- 
tor estimated the oo»t of the road at from 
3150,000,000 to §160,000,000, but that es- 
limate, it must be recollected, was found- 
ed on tho supposition that the road was 
to be completed in seven year**. Dr. 
fupper went on to declare that wo had 
reached the limits of possible taxation, 
md if tho present scheme of tho Govern- 
ment was not strangled in its nonoeptfan it 
would briuK Unmcial ruin on the oountry, 
lie was especially hostile lo Hie proposi 
lion embodied in the Bill to aid Ontario 
lines to connect with ttie Nipissing and 
Georgiun Bay link, his ludicrous ignor- 
nice of the geogntphv of tho country ox- 
citing the amusement of the House. 
Some idea oi the extravagance of his 
statements may be imagined from the 
fact that lie declared it to bo tho atten- 
tion of the Government that for tho next 
twenty years tho wholo immigration in 
I i be North weat would be through Auioii 
! can territory. He nrgud Government to 
| throw over the grants to the Ontario 
! linos and the Georgian Bay link, and to 
I construct the load at onuo from Nipis- 
: sing to Fort Gurry, asserting that rather 
■ than reach Fort Garry by using tiio Amo- 
I rican railroad, we had better havo only 
j the Dawson route as a means of comuiu- 
I nicatiou with the Northwest, I{o com 
j plained there was no clause in the Bill to 
I exclude American enterprise. In con- 
clusion, ho professed to believe the Gov- 
j ernmoLt was not serious in its proposals, 
i Mr. Mackenzie granted that the .speech 
I they had just heard was moderate com- 
pared to some from Dr. Tupper. He al- 
luded to the f nut thai the latter was a 
| member of tho Government that agreed 
j to build a road nut only of '2,700 miles, 
but LfjO miles more, which they were not 
compelled lo build, and the only result 
of which was that t lie Ministry of the day 
I got 8360,(100 to carry their elections. As 
to the allegation th.it tho course taken iii 
Pari lament had p evented their scheme 
from succeeding, he reminded Dr. Tup- 
per that a fortnight before tho session of 
1872 closed Dr. Tupper had, from his 
place in the House, declared that tho 
Hugh Allan delegation was progressing 
most favorably. Was this true or false? 
Was the House wilfully deceived? lie 
went on to expose the madneSB or reck- 
lessness of tlie scheme of the lato Admin 
istration, anil repeated the language be 
had employed nt Sarnia in relation to tho 
ooliey now to be incorporated in a. legis- 
lative measure, lie ridiculed Dr. Tap- 
per's objection to using American lines 
pending the establishment of coultnunioa- 
lion through Canadian territory. Ho 
then pointed out the ample saieguards 
provided by the Bill for securiug the au- 
thority and eontrol of Parliament, and 
the limitation of the expenditure on the 
road to s tic hnn amount- as the resources 
of the country may justify. It was not 
the intention of ttie Government at pro- 
sent to build the Eastern section of tho 
road, and they were determined to utilize 
the magnificent water communication 
along that portion of tho roulo which lay 
between Fort Carry and tho Rocky 
Mountains. Ho showed thut Dr. Tup- 
pi r's figures were incorrect, and that as 
all tho work would be subject to public 
tender, it would bo douo at tho lowest 
expense possible, whatever that expense 
might be. He stigmatized Dr. Tupper'* 
attempts to create a sectional feeling, 
and closed his speech, which was repeat- 
edly cheered, by again declaring that 
they would not take one step without the. 
sanction of Parliament. 

Mr. While (Hustings) followed with a 
brief speech, the precise purport of which 
it was not eiuy to discover. 

Mr. .Tones (Halifax) condemned the 
reckless policy which had 'characterized 
the nri^'inal scheme. He defended ttie 
course Mr, Mackenzie bad taken from the 
lir.it on this question, and declared thdt 
whilst the country was disposed to do all 
it could to ful til its obligations, it must 
not be burdened beyond its means aud 
taxed beyond its resources, 

Mr. DeOosmoa deprecated tho partisan 
sprit which had characterized tho speech 
of Dr. Tupper, aud considered the 
j-'rent question of a trans-con- 
ii icntal railway should not be approached 
in a party spirit. Ho sketched tho history 
of the union of British Columbia with tho 
Dominion, and declared the proviso limit- 
ing the expenditure to the existing tax- 
ation was no pnrt of that contract. Ho 
then, in n vory long and carefully pre- 
pared speech, disoussed tho question in 
all its bearings,qi)d expressed the opinion 
that tho road could bo easily constructed 
within won years. 

Mr. Cunningham (New Westminstor) , 
thought th<# oadeavors uaado by hon, Ulr, 



DeCosaiosto prejudice thd HoU3o against 
the Preiser route were utifair and it was 
equally unfair in him, to endeavor to pre- 
judice tho House against tho railway 
scheme. Ho had intended going at length 
into tho subject, but, as the lion, member 
had taken up so much time, ho would not 
now do so. 

Mr. Thompson (Cariboo) said that 
though he approved a great deal of this 
measure, there were not what ho consi- 
dered tbo necessary safeguards attached 
to tt. There was nothing in the bill to 
say when tho road should be commenced 
and when it should bo completed. It 
was true that it was to bo built as sown as 
possible; but what was that? Tbo word 
was capable of nil kind of CuUbtruotious, 
As to the physical impossibilities of tho 
road, ho denied that such things existed. 
There might be pecuniary impossibilities. 
To prove thut the road could be built, 
they had only to look at ouo Hoctiou of 
the Central Pacific Ruilway of 1,800 miles 
from Omaha to Sacramento, which hud 
been built in throe years, lie complain- 
ed that the surveys had not boon pushed 
on as tboy should havo been, vory much 
time having been wasted in starting tliem. 
There was nothing to havo prevented 
their commencing on tho 1st of March. 
There was another matter which would 
delay the surveys, and that was that by 
the time the surveyors arrived in British 
Columbia all the mini would havu loft the 
Province, attracted by tho prospects of 
tho now gold mines. Thus would an- 
other summer be wasted. Ho advised the 
pushing on of tho road without delay 
from the Pacific Coast, which would bo 
beneficial to the merchants of British 
Columbia. But ho would say that no 
matter when the work was done on Van- 
couver Island, it would bo of no benefit 
to the people ou the mainland. Ho wont 
on to speak of the agricultural resources 
of tho Province, but wLioh were altoge- 
ther undeveloped on account of tho want 
of a market. On this account thero wero 
members who advocated annexation to 
tho United States on the ground that 
they had boon deceived by Canada. He 
deprecated this feeling, but he must say 
that ho could not altogether blame it un- 
der the circumstances. It had been said 
that tho grades of tho Canadian Paoilio 
Railway were oxceo lingly steep, hut he 
assured the House they were nothing t"> 
those of the Central and Northern Pacific 
Railways. He did not think the spend- 
ing of the million and a half dollars 
which tho Premier had promised to spend 
tuis year wiu at all ootunaensupate 
with tbo work to be done. Ho trusted 
that work wuiild thou be vigorously pro- 
secuted and that trie road would be built 
without any unnecessary delay. 

Mr. Biaisier regretted the feoling 
which seemed lo pervade this House in 
regard to British Columbia. British 
Columbia was not iiaderstoodaud hud not 
bjeu fairly treated; when Canadians came 
to know British Culunibia tboy would 
feol promt of hpr, and he was sure the 
British Columbians would gladly pay the 
expenses of this House to that Pro\inee 
in order that tliey inigiit got acquainted 
with bur. Esquimalt must be the termi- 
nus of the road, and he hud no doubt the 
Premier knew it from the information be 
had already received. Ho proceeded to 
speak of the climate, etc. , of the Province 
lintish Columbia had six days and nine 
hour* tho nd vantage o rep any other route 
for tho carrying trade of "Europe aud 
Asia, which *-»s a great thing la its favor. 
It was soiJ. the Central Pacific would not 
pay, but he was credibly informed that it 
now paid. The road had to bo built, 
and tne sooner it was done the bet- 
ter. He spoke of encouraging emigra- 
tion to the country. The proper way to 
encourage it was to open the country, 
which had ninny advantages over tliu 
United States. We could produce a 
better class of cereals, as well as other 
crops. Then ivny should the population 
of the United Slates be forty millions 
while ours was only four? It was because 
wo wore not enterprising. Tho Ameri- 
cans did not build railways for tho sake 
of tho dividends they might receive. 
They s aid these railways opened up the 
country, and improved the general 
commerce of tha country. He was sur- 
prised at the opposition of the member 
for Halifax to tllis scheme. Ho was ac- 
customed to doing nothing but send a 
cargo of codfish to Boston, but cjuld not 
see that by ttie opening of this road the 
market for bis codfish would ho increas- 
ed. All that wo wanted was 
tin's road to make this country great, aa it 
should be, aud without it instead of hav- 
ing immigration wo should havo emi- 
gration. British Columbia was prepared 
to pay her share of the expense of this 
road.and ho could not understand how 
those who had petitioned for better 
ttrms for their Provinces should be so 
narrow-minded as to oppose tbo facilities 
which the whole country so much requir- 
ed. He hoped tho Premier would fulfil 
his pledge, and Dairy out tho terms of the 
Union. 

Tho Bill was read a seeouil time, and 
the House went into Committee, Mr. Lau- 
rier in the Chair. 

Mr. Cnnuingham, who rose at 5 minutes 
to two o'clock, mads some very cutting 
remarks on the political conduct of the 
British Columbia members. 

Mr. DeOosmos defended tho members 
from his province 

Mr. D. A. Bniith believed in tho buc- 
cosa, in courso of time, of tho railway. 
The Pembina link should ba made us 
soon as possible. 

Mr. Bunsier made some vory pointed 
allusions to British Columbia, and de- 
feuded theoharaotorof the members from 
that Province. 

Alter Bomo discussion, 

Tho Bill was passed through Commit- 
tee, and was reported without amend- 
ment. 

At 2:50 a. m. tho House adjourned. 

Mat 21. 

Hon. Mr. Mackenzie moved ttio Third 
Reading of the Paeitio Railway Construc- 
tion Bill. 

Mr. Kirkpatriok hoped the Government 
would consent to put in a olause provid- 
ing that tho contract for tho construction 
of the Branch from Nippissing to Geor- 
gian Bay would not bo binding without 
tho assent of thu House. Ho moved that 
the Bill bo not now road a third time but 
that it be referred back to a Committee of 
thu Whole to amend clause 18, by adding 
thereto the words following; "Provided 
always that no contract for the construe- 
tion of the said first branch or any 
portion thereof, shall be binding until it 
shall havo been submitted to the Home 
for one month ntul approved of, unless 
sooner approved of by Resolution." 

Hon. Mr. Helton Bold tho hon. gontlo- 
man was pursuing an inconsistent part. 
He supported tho noheine to give to the 
late Government full power without bo- 
ing subject to any control whatever from 
Parliamaut. Uo submitted that tho mo- 



tion amounted to a vote of non-confidence. 

Hon. Mr. Mackenzie said since fie hud 
been in tho Government, lio had given 
out contracts to tho amount of two or 
three millions without the nocessity o" 
coming to Parliament for approval. 
While willing to accept the principle ad- 
vocated by the hon. gentleman, ho was 
uot willing to accent his amendment. 

After a few remarks from Mr. Kirkpa- 
triok in justification of his course, the 
amendment was declared lost, on divi- 
sion. 

Mr. Bunster moved in amendment thai 
tho Bill be not now read a third lime, but 
that it bo referred back to a Committee of 
tho Whole for tho purposo of adding the 
following words to tho 17th olause, "Tho 
construction, however, of the railway ou 
the Mainland of British Columbia Vua'l 
be commenced within one year from the 
dnto of tho passage of this Act, and tho 
minimum quantity of work done during 
each year from the commencement of the 
construction shall not bo loss than one 
tenth of tho wholo work for this jeotiou." 

Tho members wore then called in and 
tho division taken, the result being the 
loss of tho amendment, yeas 5, nays 77. 

Mr. Bunstor censured tho members of 
tha lato Gov«rnmeut, whoso pet scheme 
this road was, for voting against its im- 
mediate prosecution. It seoms from this 
that the late Government never bud any 
intention of at once prosecuting this road, 
and that it was simply a bait to induce 
British Columbia to come into the Union, 
He would tell the Minister of Marine thut 
probably before long a Pacific Railway 
would be started which would, at any 
rate, bo stronger than the Left Centre 
which ho represented. Ho reflected se- 
verely on the treatment which British 
Columbia had received from Canada; 
while preferring tho old fl*g, they hud 
deeiiuod tho most tempting offers from 
the United States. This treatment was 
in fact a violation of the terms of union. 

Ho mo veil :u amendment that 
the Bill bo not now read a third time, but 
that it bo referred back to Committeo of 
the Whole in order to substitute for clause 
18 the following: "Tho work of con- 
struction of tbo Canadian Pacific Railway 
shall Li) commenced at Esquimalt, Vuii 
couver Island. during the present year, 
and the sum expended annually shall bo 
not loss than 81.000,000 until it shall be 
completed as far as necessary to make the 
best connection with tho line of Railway 
that shall bo constructed on the iui.i.ilaud 
of British Columbia, " 

After some discussion the anjoiidmtmt 
was lost on division. 

The Bill was read a thud time 
passed.

This statement, says 
the Loudon letter-writer, caused a great, 
buzz, but next morning there was Ktill 
greater buzzing when it \v:i-.i announced, 
by requett, that the authority for the 
courtly paragraph of the day beforo had 
been printed without the knowledge or 
permission of the Duke nf Edinburgh^. 

New Yobk, May 29.— A London letter 
says of the statements in the 7'imen, in re- 
ference to the obvious cause of the non- 
appearance of the Dnohess of Edinburgh 
nt tho Queen's drawing-room, and the an- 
nouncement the following morning that 
such a statement was in no way authoriz- 
ed by the Duke of Edinburgh: "It was 
plain to every one that snob an announce- 
ment as that in the Times v ould not have 
been put forth by the conductor of that 
journal on his own responsibility . It 
must, therefore, hare been what tho 
French call communique, and tho only 
question was by whom it could have been 
sent. Public opinion pointed at once, to 
tho Queen, vid public opinion continues 
to regurd Her Majesty as the author of 
the statement. Rat for what purposo ; t 
was made, unless to throw the public off 
tho scent, on the preeeilonco question, no 
one oan possibly imagine. The Prince of 
Wales and the Duke of Edinburgh are 
exceedingly indignant nt tho who'e affair, 
but tho opportune arrival of the Czar will 
postpone, if it. does not put an end to, any 
charge of open breach between members 
of the royal family.
